We have lately received a very remarkable pamphlet 
which professes to combine the wisdom of America and 
of Africa, in regard to two great institutions, in which 
both continents are interested. It is entitled “ Dr. Ross 
and Bishop Colenso; or the Truth Restored in regard to 
Polygamy and Slavery. By tbe Rev. Frederick A. 
Ross, D.D., of Huntsville, Alabama, and tbe Right Rev. 
John William Colenso, D.D., Lord Bishop of Natal.” 
It undertakes to show the remarkable parallelism of sen¬ 
timent and reasoning between these distinguished men, 
the lights of two hemispheres, one of them defending j 
slavery, and tbe other polygamy, on tbe ground of tbeir 
being sanctioned by the Bible. The writer, not content 
with manifesting the striking similarity in these respects, 
proceeds to point out the emiueat advantages which will 
be secured for the spread of Christianity by this new 
interpretation of the Bible, by whicb it is made to sanc¬ 
tion what have hitherto been regarded as two of tbe 
greatest evils of tbe world, polygamy and slavery. 

At the outset tbe author takes a bold position : 

The sum of the teachings of the Bible on these subjects, 
shown by Dr. Ross and Bishop Colenso, is, that slavery 
and polygamy are patriarchal and Scriptural institutions; 
that they are sanctioned by tbe example of tbe best men 
of ancient times—among others, by the “ father of the 
faithful,"and the “ man after God's own heartthat they 
have been equally supported by legislation in tbe Bible': 
that neither of them is condemned in the Bible, as 
i,” either in the Old Testament or in tbe New ; ths 
though there are evils incident to both systems, yet there 
are also evils in every relation of life—in tbe relations of, 
tmsbaod and wife, parent and child, guardian and ward,! 
master and apprentice; that tbe way to remedy these 
evils is not madly to attack tbe system as sinful, but to ! 
apply the gospel in preparing the minds of men to 
remove them, and to wait the certain operation of time; 
[bat it may be hoped the gosjiel, in its mild and happy 
influence will, in due time, prepare men to put away the 
evils incident to tbe two systems, as it will the evils inci¬ 
dent to tbe relations of husband and wife, and the abases 
of government; that a period may arrive when it would 
be for the good of all concerned that tbe relations them¬ 
selves should cease, but that tbe coming of that period is 
dependent wholly on the Providence of God : and that 
any undue agitation of tbe subject—either of slavery in 
the Southern States, or of polygamy in tbe kraals of 
Africa—would only tend to rivet the’ chains of slavery 
more firmly in the ooc case, and make tbe condition of 
tbe African wife more undesirable than tbe other. 

He then notes the advantages that will be secured by 
is new Ross-Colenso interpretation of the Bible. They 
are “ First, an important bearing on tbe propagation of 
religion, especially in removing obstructions which have 
hitherto been found to be almost insuperable iu the 
spread of Christianity.” And on this point he is fully 
sustained both by the Presbyter and the Bishop. Tbe 
latter says: 

“ Nor dol believe tberewiil be anything done effectively 
to this end [the progress of the gospel among the heathen] 
until a system is adopted more iu accordance with the 
true spirit of Christianity, and the examples of the 
Apostles themselves. If 1 am asked to say plainly what 
I desire, and. as fnr as I have any influence and power, 
intend, by God’s grace to do in this matter, 1 say then 
plainly, not to require the patting away of wives by na¬ 
tives married previously to the reception of Christianity.” 
A second blessed resalt is thus set forth : 

Second, It may be hoped tbBt important resalts will 
follow from tbe prevalence of these views in regard to 
infidelity. 

It canoot be denied that tbe views which have been 
entertained heretofore, on the subject now referred to, 
have hod a material influence in keeping up inGdelity in 
; in leading men to the conclusion that a book 
which inculcates those views could not be from God. It 
was natural that men who held slaves, and who regarded 
the system us ooe in accordance with the beat interests ol | 
society, should turn from a book that was supposed to 
teach that that relation was siofal, and from a religion 
which required musters to emancipate those whom they 
1 ;ld to service. 

It will ever be found to be difficult, if not impossible, 
to persuade the heathen that a book which regards 
polygamy os a sin, can be from God. The difficulty in 
this respect would be quite as great as that whicb arises 
from the institution of slavery; and it is as little to be 
expected that the heathen mind will be convinced that 
such a book is a revelation from heaven, as it is to expect 
that the minds of Southern masters could be generally 
convinced that a book condemning slavery us sin can have 
divine origin. 

In tbe third place, if slavery and polygamy are both 
sanctioned by the Bible, the writer maintains that the 
benefits of both institutions may be extended to an 
oppressed and degraded race, and suggests that in view 
of this fact, there may be found Son them masters suffi¬ 
ciently philanthropic and self-denying to cross over to the 
African continent and introduce their system there, 
saving all the evils of heart-rending separations and the 
horrors of the middle passage. 

Snch is the substance of this remarkable pamphlet. 
Oar readers will perceive that it is at least a timely pro¬ 
duction. Just at preseut, while a new Southern Church 
is in process of formation, it is well that the views of its 
founders shonld be thoroughly understood. Aud lest it 
should be supposed that injustice is done to the leader of 
this embryo body, by associating him with Dr. Colenso, 
the author of tbe pamphlet is careful to show that tbe 
Elijah of Huntsville spreads his mantle around the Elisha 
of Natal. Dr. Ross, in reply to a question put to him 
in debate, whether be “ regarded the Bible as snstainiug 
the polygamy of the Old Testament,” says: 

“Yes, sir ; yes, sir; yes, sir ; 1 fearlessly tell what the 
Bible says. In it is strength, I am not afraid of earth or 
bell. I fear only God. God made no law against 
polygamy in the beginning. Therefore it was no sin for 
a man to have more wives than one. God sanctioned it, 
and made laws in regard to it. Abraham had more 
wives than ODe; Jacob had, David bad, Solomon had. 
God told David, by the month of Nathan, when he 
upbraided bim with ingratitude for the blessings be had 
given him, ‘And I gave thee thy master’s house, and thy 
master's wives into tby bosom.’ ” (2 Sam., xii., 8.) 

Dr. Ross, therefore, with a stern consistency that does 
honour to bis fraukness, accepts the parallel of his own 
peculiar views afforded by the African bishop. Already 
then, before the disjecta membra of this future Church 
have come together, to form a glorious body, the echo of 
their watchword comes back to them from Sooth Africa. 
The North may tarn away from them. The Christian 
world generally may refuse them sympathy; but if no 
other ecclesiastical body will accept their correspondence, 
the Episcopal Polygamist Church of Natal, at least, will 
extend them the right hand of fellowship. And as North¬ 
ern Literature will not answer their purpose, and a Pub¬ 
lishing Board will of course be a necessity, we presame 
the author of the pamphlet before us would consent to its 
'-me as the first of a series of doctrinal tracts. 

Sensible men—like the leader in the exodus of the 
Southern Church—plainly perceive that polygamy and 
slavery must stand or fall together. The interpretation 
that defends one, shields the other. They are the Castor 
and Pollux that compose the figure-head of the Southern 
Argo. Undoubtedly there are some, little sympathizing 
with tbe South African Bishop, who would try to divorce 

them, and would drop one of tbe twin abominations, and 1 
be monogamists at least so far as alliance with them is 
concerned. But we see no room for any such choice. 

~ ~ ss accepts the conclusion of his own logic, nor 

see how it is possible for him to stop an inch short j 
of his brother across the sea. Polygamy and slavery 
must be regarded as the Siamese twins of morals, aud to 
suiider them with any regard to the life of either, would 
be more difficult than the Bishop of Natal finds the sub¬ 
ject of divorce. . , 

1 Thus the policy of so interpreting the Bible that u 
shall not come in conflict with slavery has been initiated, 
aud now polygamy seeks a shelter under the same plea. 
Dr. Colenso contends that it is in vain to attempt to 
make converts among polygamists, so loDg as they are 
told that the Bible condemns their peculiar system as a 
sin. “ Not an instance,” he says, “ can be produced in 
all the experience of the missionaries of Natal, of a man 
being brought to profess Christianity, who before bis 
conversion was a polygamist ou any large scale.” What, 

then, is to bedone ? Why, with Dr. Colenso, remove the 
obstacle 1 Argue, aahe has done, that the Bible nowhere 
'condemns polygamy. Then the Gospel will have free 
coarse. Men will not be prejudiced agaiDSt it. 

But where is the tning to stop ? It would be difficult 
to say. The Cooly system, the lottery system, and kin¬ 
dred institutions will not long allow slavery and polyg¬ 
amy to monopolize the Bible to themselves. They will 
demand their share in the proceeds of the plundered, 
temple of truth. Abab’s lying prophets will be canon- j 
ized, and Jesuit Revaillacs will make of Ebud a patron 
saint.

that can offer an equivalent plea, is its distinguishing 
characteristic and its crowning glory—if we are to judge 
from the confessions of its leader. And—not in spite of 
this, but in consequence of it—the blessing is bestowed 1 
Certainly, if this interpretation of the Bible is to prevail 
in the new enterprise, the General Assembly ’ 
done its work too soon. 

There is something significant in the fact that jnst at 
the present joncture, polygamy shonld stretch its band 
from the African continent across the ocean and grasp 
in fellowship the hand of slavery. We have on oar 
South-western borders a straDge colony of emigrants 
from tbe four quarters of the globe, as unique—we may 
say as horrible—as any that the sun ever shone upon. 
Tfiey claim a divine sanction for tbeir peculiar institu¬ 
tion. In all their antecedents thev seem to be elaborately 
parodying the “ man of Ross.” ' Under tbe pretext of 
Bible authority and patriarebial example, they outrage 
at once every seotimeut of justice, of decency and of I 
religion. The indignation ot tbe land is accumulating 
over them, as a second Sodom. Tbe Sait Lake Valley 
seems to stand waiting, like that of old, for a monumen¬ 
tal pillar, while the consuming lira descend. There they 
are, with the eya of the world fixed upon them. Do 
they need an advocate, at such a crisis, who can give 
them the pretext of honest conviction, by wresting tbe 
Bible to the support of their peculiar system ? They 
find it in one who, from beyond the ocean, labours to 
reproduce, mulct $ mutandis, the very arguments which 
in this noon-day of the nineteenth century, are the pillar 
of clond that glides the Southern exodus.

For with what 
face shall the Southern Church rebuke St. Brigham of 
the Mormon dispensation for adopting one of the two 
“ peculiar institutions ” of the Abrabamic age, while 
they so proudly “ accept ” the other r 

For our part, we must express onr solemn disapproval 
of what will be regarded as tbe leading principle of the 
Southern Church, it is too radical for us. Uur conser¬ 
vatism clings no: only to tbe Assembly’s action of 1818, 
but to a much more ancient document, that inculcates 
universal justice and universal love. We cannot give it 
up. We cannot surrender it to the interpretations of Dr. 
Ribs or Dr Colenso. Not by our consent shall a sacri- 
legions path be opened to tbe holy of holies, or polygamy 
and slavery be allowed to cling to the two boros of the 
altar. We freely confess oar apprehension of the future 
of a Church, which puts forward in the published writ¬ 
ings of its leading spirit views that run so parallel to 
those which our American missionaries are oombatingin 
South Africa, and which find a practical exemplification 
iu the Western Sodom, by tbe shores of the Great Salt 
Lake, the American D.ad Sea. Notwithstanding the 
signal blessing which accompanied the seeing up of the 
new Chnrcb, we apprehend that it will be eceasary to 
free itself from the suspicion of being leavened or serioaaly 
infected with such gross interpretations of the word 
God.— Evangelist. 


MR. G1DDINGS ON THE UNION.

To the editor ol The Ohio Statesman. 

Sir : In a late paper you charge me with privately 
entertaining views hostile to our present Union. Had 
you respectfully enquired my opiuion, you must have been 
aware that you would get an explicit answer. 

The Union formed by onr fathers iu 1776 was charac- 
rized by that lofty patriotism, that heroic devotion to 
the rights of man, which deservedly called forth the ad¬ 
miration of the civilized world. The founders of that 
Union were governed by no sordid views. They claimed 
loi themselves no particular privileges. They spoke and 
fought aud bled for those rights which pertain to every 
human being ; declaring lire, liberty and happiness to be 
“gifts of God" conferred on all who beur bis image. 
Tney declared onr Government to be constituted for their 
protection. 

These doctrines gave character to the Union which 
as based upon them. It was formed not as an end, bat 
i u means to sustain these truths. Without those prin¬ 
ciples tbe Union itself was of no importance, entitled to 
no respect, no veneration. The Barbary States were 
united lor making war upon those rights—ours to main- 
hem. And when our Union is perverted to the pur- 
for which that of Algiers aud Tania was formed, it 
nes no more honourable, and is entitled to no more 
respect than theirs. 

But to the Union of 1776 I refer with the most pro¬ 
found reverence, with deep emotions of gratitude to Him 
who endowed those sages with wisdom to frame, with 
firmness to avow, and heroism to support those sacred 
truths which seem to have descended warm and glowing 
from the bosom of God. 

That Union was loog since abandoned. It lives only 
upon the pages of history. Neither you nor I can sup¬ 
port it; we can only exert onr influence to perpetuate the 
on which it was based. They are eternal; they 
while tbe throne of Heaven remains. To those 
doctrines I cliug with an nndying grasp. They embrace 
all that remains of our revolutionary straggle. Trae, 
they are abandoned, repudiated aud trampled upou by 
those now in power; but they cannot be blotted from 
existence. Your own heart responds to their divinity, 
while sustaining a party that makes war upon 
You feel the intuitive conviction that your life w 
stowed upon you by the Omnipotent Mind ; that it is 
yours; that you aloue have the right to eojoy it; and 
that neither despot nor pirate, nor any organization ol 
man, have the legitimate power to deprive you of it, while 
you observe and respect the rights of others. You are 
equally conscious that tbe same right pertaiDS to every 
member of the human family. You are also convinced 
that God and all good men require you to do unto others 
““ you would have others do unto you; that our Govern- 
-ut was based upon this religions truth. I mention 
ese facts for tbe reason that yon and I live in an en¬ 
lightened community, where no editor or stalesman dare 
stand forth and frankly avow that any man or any num¬ 
ber of men possess tbe right to enslave and hold in bond¬ 
age the humblest, tbe most degraded being who bears 
tbe image of God. I respect these doctrines as consti¬ 
tuting tbe essentia], the important element of the Union. 

When Louisiana and Florida were annexed, it was 
done by common consent; no man proposed any change 
of the doctrines adopted in 1776. The substance of] 
the original Union was retained ; its doctrines were ad¬ 
hered to. But Texas was annexed for the avowed pur¬ 
pose, the ulterior design, of abandoning those doctrines, 
and prostituting our Federal power and influence to tbe 
support, the extension, the eternizatioo of human bondage 
Tne terms on which our new Union was formed were 
offensive to the dignity, to the self-respect of every free¬ 
man of onr State By these terms, the holder of one 
hnndred slaves gives to Texas tbe same influence in the 
election of President, and in the control of the Federal 
Government, that sixty-one such men as yon and myseli 
add to that of Ohio. This placing the freemen of Ohio 
on the level of Texan slaves, so far below the slaveholders 
of that State, commands no respect from me. If yon 
love that degradation, I do not. 

In March, 1843,1 had tbe honour to unite with that 
venerable statesman, John Quincy Adams, and twenty 
other members of Congress, in an address to the people 
of the free States, informing them of the secret plot then 
maturing for the overthrow of tbe Union and the aban¬ 
donment of tbe doctrines on which it was based, by an¬ 
nexing Texas, and adopting a system of extending and 
maintaining slavery. In May, 1844,1 had tbe honour 
of addressing the House of Representatives on that sub¬ 


ject ; and again in January, 1845,1 gave further expres¬ 
sion to my views in relation to it. To those speeches I 
desire to add nothing; from them I desire to retract 
nothing. Yon will fiad them in the Congressional Globe 
of these sessions. 

They were delivered before the old Union waB aban¬ 
doned, or the new one formed. I warned our people of 
those disasters which have followed. I publicly stated 
before the nation, my opinion that the people of Ohio 
ongbt not to be dishonoured by going into a Union with 
foreign slaveholders upon terms of each disgraceful in¬ 
equality ; that my own self-respect revolted at the idea 
ol sittiog id that hall beside oligarchs from Texas; that 
my ancestors had fought for no such degradation of their 
offspring. 

1 foretold the war into which it plunged our nation. 
Eighty thonrand human victims were sacrificed to extend 
slavery, within three years after the Union of our fathers 
had been abandoned. The amount of haman suffering 
cannot be estimated. The paiDs, the sighs, the tears, tbe 
broken hearts, cannot beenumerated. The lives and hap¬ 
piness ot those victims were as dear to each as yours or 
mine is to us._ Your vote and influence was lent to tbe 
tho« murder*; the blood of those victims I 


the coruption, the open bribery, which taxed the free¬ 
men of Ohio and the other free'States thirteen millions 
of do!firs for Texan debts; ism equal to tbe whole: 
annual--xpenditure of Government under Mr. Adams’s 
adminiitration. I have no time to speak of tbe sad ; 
eflects vhieh the abandonment of tbe old Union and doc- 
trines, and the war that followed, bad upon the morals of 
our union. I will only say that when a people or 1 
Governnent or Administration lends bis or tbeir influ- 

-e togive one portion of mankind power over the lives, 
ubeties, tbe happiness of others, they cannot be ex¬ 
pected :o hesitate at the perpetration of any other crime; 
no morel principles can govern them. Tbe last and the 
present Administration have folly illustrated this propo- 

The aext important result of annexing Texas, was the 
repeal tf the Missouri Compromise, and "the open avowal 
that tht people of a territory may, if they choose, rightfully 
enslaves portion of our race, may hold the life, the lib¬ 
erty, tbe happiness of the slave at the master's disposal 
rbis constituted an nnmistakeable repudiation of luno's 
inaliesable rights, expressed in our Declaration of Iode- 
pendeicc. 

T^e military invasion of Kamw*. ths nsorpatioc of its 
government by Missouri ruffians, acting with the consent 
and approval of tbe Administration, the barbarous laws 
which those ruffians enacted for tbe government of the 
people, the enforcement of those eoactmeDts by an armed 
force, the maintainaoce of a military despotism over that 
Territory, tbe murders, the civil war which has so long 
existed there, the recent sconndrelism practised by the 
border ruffian Convention and upheld by tbe Administra¬ 
tion, are the natural sequence ol ibedoctrines which were 
adopted at the annexation of Texas. 

By the constant and reiterated declaration of the party 
in power, that “ every territory has the right to establish 
and maintain ita own domestic institutions,” be they 
so despotic or piratical, the Mormons of Utah 
encouraged to maintain their peculiar instituta 
polygamy. But onr army is now sent to slay the 
asserting the doctrines which the late Administration and 
its supporters asserted so strongly three years si ooe. From 
present indications the civil war commenced in Kansas, 
uod extending to Utah, will soon involve oar whole nation. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court emphatically 
denying the " self evident truths ” promulgated as the 
basis of onr government, and the avowal that*’ black men 
have no rights which white men are bound to respect,” 
and tbe adoption of this new doctrine by tbe President 
who adds to it that slavery exists in all our territories by 
force of tbe Constitution, renders onr government a 
piratical combination of States and of men for the. pur¬ 
pose of making war upon the fonrth part of tbe humau 
family, in order to enslave and brutalize them. U is 
itself a restoration of the foreign slave trade; it fairly 
opens the way for taxing tbe people of the free States to 
purchase Cuba, in order more perfectly to subject tbe 
free States to the Slave Power* It constitutes a full and 
perfect justification for Walker's invasion of Costa Rica, 
and the murder of his own men under pretence of esta¬ 
blishing discipline among his piratical forces : it coosli- 
lutes a justification for treating him with so much respect, 
instead of banging him for his crimes; aud for quietly 
permitting him to enlist new forces and peacefully depart 
for the perpetration of farther crimes. 

To these doctrines, to tbe unprincipled and despotic 
exercise of snch powers by the Executive for the de¬ 
struction of liberty, I owe no allegiance. For the men 
who have thus shown themselves traitors to humanity, to 
the doctrines of our fathers, 1 entertain no respect. From 
the people of the free States they are jastly entitled to 
nothing bat the appropriate doom of traitors. From my 
inmost soul 1 loathe, 1 detest tyranny and oppression. 1 
look upon the ordiuary pirate who lives by robbery, by 
plundering his fellow-men, as unworthy of life. But the 
open, undisguised piracy which now robs three millions 
of our native born inhabitants of their labour, their intel¬ 
lects, their manhood, and seeks to extend those crimes 
over all our territories and States, to involve tbe people 
[«»’Oluo iu auob truosccmlout guilt, must awakou abhor 
rence and indignation iu every virtuous, every patriotic 
heart. It were un unworthy imputation upon the people 
of the free States, to suppose them capable of submitting 
to such barbarous despotism. I regard that man us 
stupid or wilfully blind who closes his eyes to the fact 
that these doctrines and practices of the Executive have 
already brought us to the verge of civil war; that the 
consummation of villainy, by admitting Kansas with a 
sluveholdiug Constitution, framed under the protection of 
Federal bayonets, must light up tbe fires of civil war, 
which have been so long smothered; that when tbe con¬ 
flict between despotism, slavery aud crime on one hand, 
and patriotism, justice and liberty on the other, shall rage 
iu Kansas, it will soou extend to tbe States, and involve 
you and me, and our offspring, in its consequences. 

Cowards, servile dastards, who have so loog urged the 
people of the North to submit to usurpation and slave- 
bolding dictation, to save the Union, will then find that 
truth is more mighty than error; that God’s attribute of I 
justice will be vindicated ; that no combination of men' 
formed to overthrow eternal, unchanging principles, can 
sanctify itself by a name ; that the cry of “ saving the 
Union ’’ will then fill the mind with loathing aod disgnst, 
as the tulismanic cry of slaveholders, aud of servile 
politicians. 

1 am myself in favonr of restoring onr government 
the doctrines on which it wus founded. 1 would punish 
with death the man who deals iu human flesh upou tbe 
high seas, in our territories, or in tbe District of Columbia. 

1 would maiDtaiu the right of every human befog to life, 
liberty and the avails of his own labour, wherever Con-] 
gress has jurisdiction. 1 would do this, though every 
slave State aud slaveholder, arid every servile wretch 
who upholds slavery, were to abandon tbe Union. 1 
would do ibis though it should cost tbe life of every 
usurper and despot, oligarch and pirate, and murderer 
tbe laud. It will be done; our country will be “i 
deemed and purified ” from the contagion of slavery.

DUTIES OF SERVANTS. 

A writer in a late number of The Independent develops 
the following significant fact: 

About tbe time (it is said at tbe very time) when the 
suppressed treatise on tbe Duties of Masters was f“ * l ” 
press of the Tract Society there was also in tbeir 
another tract, which has siace been published, anc 
forms one of the latest of tbeir regular series. I give the 
title in full: 


B That by “ servants ” throughout the tract, is meant 
slaves, ie-plain ou the face of it, and will not be denied. 
■ At the conclusion of their dialogue, tbeir “ minister 
such a one as is tolerated on Southern piantations- 
| invited to give these pioos slaves, and their fellow believers 
and fellow"chattels, “ some good advice.” Then follows 
his counsel to the company from which we give an extract: 

“let your whole conduct be sober and steady, as 
becometh those who profess godliness. Learn to be con- 
teot with such things as you have, and guard against 
murmuring, discontented'spirit Live a life of prayer and 
dependence oo God. Let your master, the people of tbe 
world, and your fellow servants, see that you endeavour 
to live a pious, godly life, agreeably to yonr profession, 
in ail honesty and sobriety. When you have an oppor¬ 
tunity, talk to yonr fellow servants about their sonls’ con¬ 
cerns, and pray for tbeir conversion. Guard against self- 
conceit Humility is a lovely virtue, and shines nowhere 
more than in a servant. Be careful to attend public 
worship when yon have opportunity, and be regular and 
strict in secret and family prayer. Live in love with yonr 
wives, and keep to them only. Be careful of your chil¬ 
dren, that they do not tell lies, use bad words, or steal. 
Learn to make home the m03t agreeable place to yon, and 
then you will not want to ramble from one plantation to 
another, and so will be kept from many temptations and 
aod bartful snares. Be attentive to your master’s business, 
id obey him in all things; pray for him and bis family.” 
Here is a tract “ of Southern authorship,” published at 
the South, and republished by the Tract Society, urging 
daties suggested by the “ plantation ” relation of master 
and servant, and belonging to tbe atmosphere of slavery, 
and no outcry is raised that the Society has “ become 
hostile to the interests of the South,” nor is it “ regarded 
as an incendiary document,” and “ any colporteur or dis¬ 
tributor” may circulate it without opposition. The con¬ 
clusion of the whole matter is, that Southern treatises ] 
on the duties of servants may receive the “ N orlhtru im¬ 
print” of the “ American Tract Society,” and that South¬ 
ern treatises on the duties of masters must not. Its 
Executive Committee may issue any publication on the 
daties of servants—servants held as slaves—and must 
issue none on the correlative daties of tbe masters—mas-. 
ters who hold their servants as slaves; and when tracts, 
bearing upon both themes, happen to reach the press 
together, t he one may come forth and tha other must be 
stifled. Can there be reserved for oar evangelical Obris- 
ti®“’ ty any deeper degradation than this ? * * *

JAMES G. BIRNEY. 

The death of this once prominent advocate of the 
slavery cause is recorded in the New York papers. It 
took place at Eagles wood, Perth Amboy, New Jersey, 
An 24ih ult. For the main particulars of his career, 

: the artice in another colamo, from the New York 
Herald. 

From 1834 to 1840, Mr. Birney occupied a very dis¬ 
tinguished position in the ranks oi American Abolition¬ 
ists—first nobly setting all bis slaves free, thus reducing 
himself at once to comparative poverty, and then giving 
bimsell to the work of enlightening the whole country 
nn the subject of slavery ; exhibiting masterly ability in 
: use of his pen, which he wielded with great in¬ 
dustry and powerful effect. Whatever be wrote attracted 
universal attention, and ien3 of thousands of his letters 
and appeals were scattered broadcast through tbe land, 
awakening attention, exciting discussion, cmfirming the 
timid, and upholding tbe faltering. Indeed, luc impor¬ 
tance of bis adhesion to tbe proscribed ami-slavery move¬ 
ment, at a time when its friends were few indeed, and all 
the powers of darkness seemed let loose for iu destruction, 
cannot be fully estimated. The fact that he was of 
Southern birth—a ripe scholar and a prominent member 
of tbe bar—a repentant slaveholder, and one who had 
filled various public stations of trust and honour—aDd 
also that, for bis fidelity to bis conscience, and bis bnmaD- 
’ t his slaves, be was compelled to leave Kentucky, 
use his lire was constantly imperilled, and to seek a 
: in the North—ail these things served to give him 
special conspicaity, and to make him Freedom’s “ bright 
particular star.” It was a case of sincere and thorough 
conversion—tbe great instrument of whicb, we believe, 
was Tbeoiore D. Weld, to whom so many minds have 
been iodebled for tbeir illamination. aod so many hearts 
touched with queochless sympathy for the oppressed. 

After leaving Kentucky, Mr. Birney commenced the 
publication of a paper in Cincinnati, called “ The Philan¬ 
thropist," which obtained an extensive circulation, and 
produced a great deal of excitement, especially in that 
region. Such was the fierce spirit that prevailed in that 
city, that his press was repeatedly destroyed by a mob, 
bis printing-office entered, aod all its contents thrown into 
the street or cast into the river; aod be was in great 
personal danger, at times being compelled to sleep oat of 
tbe city for self-preservation. But his courage and faith 1 
were eqnal to the trial-hoar, and he maintained his grouud 
with martyr-like nobility of soul. 

Mr. Birney subsequently relinquished the publication 
of The Philanthropist (which was continued by the pre¬ 
sent editor of The National Era, Gamaliel Bailey, Esq.), 
aud accepted of the office of Secretary and General 
Agent of tbe American Anti-Slavery Society, which he 
continued to fill until the time of tbe memorable secession 
from that Society in 1840, which he joined with tbe mal¬ 
contents, and committed an error which proved fatal to 
his usefulness, and whicb, wedoubt not, he deeply regretted 
toward tbe close Of his life; for it is only a short time 
since he made a donation to the treasury of that Society, 
aod in other ways he bos indicated a friendly interest in 
its welfare. 

Iu 1840, Mr. Birney was a delegate to the World’s 
ADli-Slavery Convention at Londou ; and as be was at 
that time tbe Presidential caodidateof the Liberty Party, 
he received marked attention wherever he travelled in 
England. He was highly courteous and dignified in his 
manners, less able as a speaker thau as a writer, trae to 
bis convictions, and devoid of sectarian malevolence. Il 
was in Loudon that he first published bis tract, “ Tbe 
American Churches the Bulwarks of Slavery,” which pro¬ 
duced such a profound sensatiou on both sides of the 
Atlantic by its disclosures, aod which, alas 1 remains aa | 
useful for circulation now us it was in 1840. 

For the last dozen years, Mr. Birney has lived aretired 
life, an invalid nearly all that lime, calmly awaiting “ that 
change which comes to all,” and that “ inevitable hour ” 
whicb none can escape. He lias eutered into rest.- 
Liberatnr. 


CALEB CUSHING.

Mr. Caleb Cusntxo is about the hardest cushion ever 

eesed by tbe weight of public opinion. He is rbiuo- 
cerously tough as to his outside, and inside he is like the] 
apples of Sodom, fall of ashes not very finely sifted. We 
do not say that he is a bod man, but with our hat off, aud 
onr best bow, we pronounce bim to be a bold one. A 
great many yeara ago, a certain Francis Bacoa estab- \ 
lisbed tbe inductive philosophy in science; iu these recent 1 
days, Mr. Caleb Cusbiog proposes to establish a pliilo-1 
sophy of Rascality. lie believes tbe worse to be tbe I 
belter reason, and he is not afraid to say so. We respect 
him for bis bravery, just u3 we respect tbe geotlemau 
with tbe black cuticle and the barbed tail. He flies 
with immense boldness into the face aud eyes of modern 
humanity. We have heard that he almost killed Miss 
Bremer by bis exquisite and over-mastering preposter- 
oosoe88 in favour of wickedness. Tbe poor tourist was i 
not used to that sort of thiog. She could Dot understand 
the equitable side of iniquity. She was bothered by Mr. 
Cushing’s idea of Christian stealing, evangelical burglary, 
religious invasioo, virtuous tyranny and humane subju¬ 
gation. The truth is, Attorney Caleb is nothing if not 
paradoxical. He is a Democrat, and he therefore sup¬ 
ports an aristocracy founded upon the colour of hii follow- 
creatures’ skin. In his Utopia there would be nooe but 
white folks. Caleb is also lor progress. Therefore it is 
necessary to consign every bumau race, save one, 
perpetual terrestrial perdition. Aud so, we suppose, if he I 
felt himself deeply interested in tbe Christian c 
would advise niue human beings out of teu to remain 
infidels aod idolaters; and that if bis mind were utterly 
occupied by a pasaiou for tbe predominance of mercantiit 
honesty, he wonld distribute gratuitous thimbles to enter 
pnsiDg young gentlemen (the peas included) and furnish 
the Peter Funks with any quantity of watches warranted 
not to go, aod to be of the most uumistakeable pinchbeck. 

While in the mood of doing the late Attorney-General 
justice, we must not fail to recognise his entire consis¬ 
tency. Tbe Newburyport apostle is true to himself and 
to his ethnological theories, which he parades upon all 
possible public occasious. He Dever fails to administer 
a kick to tbe black, the red and the copper coloured. 
Tbe American Indian, be is especially alter. He is a 
kind of literary Miles Standish. He has all his life been 
marching against King Phillip, storming tbe fort of that 
monarch theoretically; putting him to the sword, aud 
sending off the offspring of the warrior to Barbadoes. If 
Mr. Cushing entertains a low opinion of Diggers, lie does ' 
not entertain a high one of tbe Indians. We remember 
that some years ago he charged ail tbe Aborigines of this 
country, under cover of the Phi Beta Kappa oration. 
Again in Boston on the evening of tbe 18th test., in inau¬ 
gurating tbe course of the Mercantile Library Association, 
in a lecture on which a correspondent of ours makes some 
gentle and genial comments in another part of this paper, 
Mr. Cushing pursued tbe Indian with a most acute stick. 
He was eulogizing the Puritan Fathers. He said the 
handsomest things in the world concerning those round- 
headed worthies. He observed that he so doated upon 
them that the contemplation of their virtues kept him 
awake, and that he sat up o’ nights thinking about them. 
He also stated tbe remarkable fact that he had seen 
“ ’heir shadowy forms floating as a translucent cload- 
wreath by tbe heights of Boston, Dorchester aud Charles- 
towD, the blue hills of Milton ” [celebrated for rattle¬ 
snakes ; we hope they did not bite any of the translucent 
cloud-wreatbs], “ tbe plains of Cambridge and Salem.” 
Mr. Cushing also saw the translucent cloud-wreaths under 
aqueops circumstances. Whether with or without cork 
boots and gutta pereba overcoats, he bad observed the 
Translucents (are they related in any way to the Tran- 
scendentals ?) by theMerrimac, Connecticut and Charles 
rivers, and also upon the shores of Massachusetts Bay. 
After watching them by these plushy brinks aud marges 
of wide rivere, Mr. Cushing avers distinctly that he saw 
them depart for “ the remotest limits of America.” But 
he does not inform os whether they have or have not come 
back again—an interesting question, which we hope 
that he will settle in the print of his performance. 

Mr. Cashing admits that the Puritans, albeit trans¬ 
lucent, were intolerant. They were, it appeara rather 
faulty cloud-wreatbs, and in some respects, amp and 
nebulous sinners. The orator admits that they were 
“ intolerant.” “ Be it so 1” however, be says, with great 
composure. Toleration, he affirms, ls “' noderi ’ invention, 
like the steam-engine, tbe no}***. m pateat ’ sa fe v t he 
photograph and chloroform. We cani no more Name those 
venerable men for baDgmg the Quakers than for not being 

’Tubfre are limits, and Mr. Cushing cannot stand by

erred. It was in Dot immediately subjecting all the red 
skins to slavery, or what he is pleased to call«the doable 
yoke-laws of the soldier and tbe priest.” If, j n bargaining 
for lands, they had given blank checks instead of bfankete 
and red-dog money instead of red rum ; if they had stolen 
instead of pretending to purchase, and if they had not 
odIv stolen the demesnes but the persons of the Indian 
men, women and children, and established a nice and com¬ 
fortable relation of races, like that in South Carolina, all 
would have been well—the Aborigines as contented as 
the clam3 of their own digging, and the settlers as safe 
d SDug as a bug in a mg. The only choice, according 
.. Mr. Cush ug, was between servitude ana shooting, and 
the Puritans unfortunately adopted the latter fasbioD. 

Now we do not intend to have tbe Pilgrim Fathers, 
who, when the breaking waves dashed high upon a stern 
and rock bound coast, landed under the most distressing 
aod snrfv circumstances, thus slandered. They did their 
best to enslave the Indians. They sent them off to foreign 
climes, they tried to get np “ domestic institutions ” for 
them. The only difficulty (qnite a serious ODe in an in¬ 
stitution) was that tbe Indians would not stay put. They 
reuld no more be enslaved than quails domesticated. 
There is an old Rhode Island rhyme : 

••John Brown Lad two little Indian bora, 

One ran away, t e other would not stay ; 

So what became of John Brown* 

Two linl* Indian boy* t ” 

-We do not know. We suppose that according to 
Mr. Cushing’s theory they went straight to grief. Bat 
really John Brown was not to blame.

business matters are in a collapse, and mutual confidence 
“ ^ l 6ly "?P B,red - Hence, a good deal of solicitude 
a both felt and expressed as to the result of the approach- 
tag National Anti-Slavery Bazaar, in this city—on the 
financial success of which so great reliance has hitherto 
been placed, and tbe failure of which will so seriously 
affect the opera! ioDS of the Parent Society. We are glad 
to see this solicitude, because we trust it will lead to 
greater self-denial,a nobler consecration, higher exertion, 
stronger determination, and a more thoughtful expendi¬ 
ture, in behalf of the oppressed millions still groaning for 
deliverance, than have yet been witnessed. Tbe Apostle 
•Paul found occasion specially to commend a certain body 
of believers, because, in the abundance of tbeir poverty, 
they made tbe riches of their liberality to abound. So, 
in these times of general depression, uncommon exertions 
must be put forth, by those who have been called to 
espouse tbe sublimest struggle of the age, to replenish the 
Auti-Slavery treasury, notwithstanding the slraits in 
which they themselves may be placed, ns compared with 
other days. Whatever may be our own condition, what¬ 
ever the suffering around us (and Heaven forbid that it 
should go unrelieved), there is nothing to compare with 
the condition of the enslaved, in point of destitution, 
wretchedness, degradation, nnd hopelessness. Their 
claims to our charily, our humanity, our justice, tran¬ 
scend all others (without negleet of any), nntil their deli¬ 
verance be effected. Surely, it is not to " remember tboso 
in bonds as bound with them,” to discourage the presen¬ 
tation of these claims at the present time, and to recom¬ 
mend thut they be postponed “till a more convenient 
season.” Tbe lettered slave must be kept visible at all 
limes,and under all circumstances, like Banqno’s ghost at 
the feast, like Mordecai at tbe king’s gate. It reveals 
either a lack of true sympathy, or extreme narrowness of 
vision, to say, that this is no time to remember him, 
because we are pinched in our income, or stricken in onr 
business, or because there are so many in the community 
who pressingly need assistance; for. as lie •• the greatest
